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Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1961. 

Home  Population 

The  Registrar  General*  s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Hone  Population  v;as 
4,900  which  represents  a  decreo.se  of  30  from  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  66  (37  M.  29  P»)  an  increase  of  7  over 
that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  corresponding  crude  birth  rate  was  13»47> 
which  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar  General*  s  Comparability  Factor  to 
allow  comparison  with  the  bir-bh-rate  of  other  Districts,  becomes  13»74  nnd 
wa.s  considerably  lov^er  than  that  of  17.4  for  England  and  ¥/ales. 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

Three  stillbirths  (2  M.  1  F.)  were  registered  and  the  stillbirth  rate 
v/as  accordingly  43*48  compared  v/ith  that  of  I8.7  for  England  and  V/ales. 

Infant  Deaths  and  Infant  MortafLity  Rate 

There  was  only  one  infant  death  due  toj- 

Cerebral  Haemorrhage  -  2  hours 

Breech  Delivery 
Prematurity 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  \vas  accordingly  14*49  and  being  lo?;er 
than  that  of  21.4  for  Engltnd  and  V/ales,  compensates  for  the  higher  stillbirth 
ra,te,  although  the  figures  are  too  small  for  valid  comparative  rates. 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i.e.  stillbirths  and 
infant  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  are  prematurity,  asphyxia  and  atalectasis, 
birth  injury  and  congenita,!  malformations,  and  the  chief  maternal  factor  is 
toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Ra.te 

There  was  one  maternal  death  due  to  Intra,  Abdominal  Haeciorrhage  and 
Ectopic  Pregnancy,  and  the  ra,te  was  accordingly  14*5*

The  total  nmber  of  deaths  from  all  causes  v/as  II8  (48  M.  70  F.)  and 
the  crude  death  rate  was  accordingly  24*08;  this  high  crude  rate  is  due  to 
tv7o  factors,  namely  to  the  higher  proportion  of  aged  residents  and  to  V/est  Viev/ 
Chronic  Sick  Hospital  where  the  mortality  is  naturally  higher  and  from  which 
deaths  are  assigned  to  the  Borough  when  a  patient  has  been  resident  for  more 
than  six  months.  The  Registrar  General*  s  Compara,bility  Factor  which  is 
computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  allows 
for  these  factors  and  after  adjustment  the  cr'ade  rate  becomes  reduced  to 
'1 3* 73  which  affords  comparison  with  that  of  12.0  for  England  and  Yv'ales. 

The  chief  group  cause  of  deaths  was  those  from  natural  causes  amongst 
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the  aged  i,e»  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the 
Nervous  System;  of  those  there  were  71* 

Disease  of  the  Coronary  Artery  of  the  Heart  was  the  cause  of  10  (7  M.  3  P.) 
or  approximately  of  those  deaths.  The  percentages  of  deaths  were  in 
the  follov/ing  age-g3x>ups  i.  e.  1C^  betvireen  51  and  60  years,  between  6l  and 
70  years,  l^o  between  71  and  80  years,  1C^  over  80  years.  It  is  difficult 
to  attribute  smoking  as  having  been  a  primaay  or  contributory  factor  to  the 
50^  of  deaths  over  71  years. 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest  cause 
of  deaths,  of  which  there  were  17*  The  majority  of  those  deaths  were 
amongst  the  aged,  who,  having  regard  to  the  insidious  onset  and  advance  of 
this  disease,  commonly  defer  to  seek  medical  advice  until  the  disease  is 
too  advanced  for  other  than  palliative  treatment. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  the  cause  of  seven  deaths,  i. e.  approximately 
2f7?i>  of  all  deaths  from  Canoer.  The  ages  at  death  were  41 ,  69,  73 1  78,  78, 

83  and  86  years,  the  majority  having  been  over  70  years.  The  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  Cancer  of  the  Lung  are  more  difficult  than  the  majority  of  cases 
of  Cancer  in  other  sites  of  the  body  which  are  more  accessible  to  surgical 
and  ra,diological  treatment,  and  the  mortality  from  Lung  Cancer  is  probably 
much  higher  for  this  reason. 

The  other  causes  of  death  v;ere  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  exceptional 
influence.  There  was  no  death  due  to  the  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Infectious  Diseases 


A  new  era  has  been  reached  in  the  control,  prevention  and  treatment  of  the 
infectious  diseases.  For  example,  immimisation  against  Diphtheria  and 
Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  have  prevented  outbreaks  of  these  serious 
infections  and  it  would  seem  that  vaccination  against  Whooping  Cough,  which 
was  initiated  on  a  mass  scale  a,t  a  later  date  is  also  preventing  outbreaks 
of  this  very  distressful  and  often  dangerous  children' s  illness.  Vaccination 
against  Smallpox  has  long  since  proved  its  value  and  it  is  highly  desirable 
that  every  infant  should  be  vaccinated  as  the  disease  may  be  suddenly 
introduced  into  the  Country  at  any  time  owing  to  the  speed  of  modem  travel. 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  which  occurred  within  the 
Borough  throughout  the  year  was  very  few. 

Measles 

This  was  a  non-epidemic  year,  only  eight  cases  having  been  notified. 
Outbreaks  occur,  usually  every  second  year,  when  a  sufficient  nmber  of 
susceptible  children  has  aggregated.  Its  serious  complications,  namely 
Bronchopneumonia,  Acute  Otitis  Media  and  Encephalitis  in  that  order  of 
frequency  are  now  comparatively  rare,  but  may  occur  occasionally  during  an 
epidemic. 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  four  cases  of  this  infection  v/ere  notified.  An  increasing  number 
of  children  are  being  vaccinated  against  the  disease  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  by  their  family  Practitioners  and  the  number  of  oases  occurring 
would  seem  to  be  in  inverse  proportion  to  the  nimabers  vaccinated.  If,  as 
would  seem  likely,  vaccinations  against  this  disease  which  has  caused 
innumerable  deaths  and  lung  damage  amongst  children,  proves  to  be  effective, 
another  notable  milestone  v/ill  have  been  passed  by  medical  science. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Two  sporadic  cases  were  notified.  In  its  present  phase,  this 
infection  is  mild  and  its  formerly  severe  complications,  namely  Acute 
supp\jrative  Otitis  Media,  Mj^ocarditis,  and  Acute  Nephritis  are  comparatively 
rare,  although  the  latter  is  the  most  likely  to  occur  in  an  outbreak. 
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Tuberculosis 

Four  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified.  None  v^as 
in  the  adolescent  age  group  which  prior  to  circa  1930  contained  the  highest 
number  of  nev/  notif ications^  these  are  now  mostly  amongst  the  older  age 
groups,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  majority  have  been  latent  cases  for  many 
years  and  gradually  have  become  overt. 

There  were  no  new  cases  of  Non— Respiratory  or  Bovine  Tuberculosis  vhich 
is  a  general  index  of  the  safety  of  the  meat  and  milk  supplies  to  the 
Borough. 

Only  one  death  (in  the  65+  age-group)  was  registered  which  is  a  reflection 
of  the  efficacy  of  modern  treatment. 

In  summary'’,  it  may  be  stated  that  the  Public  Health  of  the  Borough  was 
very  satisfactory  throughout  the  year,  and  I  would  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  thanking  you  for  your  interest  and  assistance  in  the  w'ork  of  the 
department  and  also  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  efficiency.
